LONDON, Aug. 11.—Spain is 
awakening after a siesta of cen- 
turies, in the opinion of G.K. Ches- 
terton, famous author, who has 
just completed a tour of that 
country. Voicing his impressions, 
he says: — 

“The Spanish are a very jolly, 
happy people, but they eat rather 
on the principle of a boa con- 
strictor—an enormous meal, fol- 
lowed by a sleep. 

“A great deal has been said 
about the backwardness of the 
Spanish people, but I cannot see 
that a century or so of sleep 
does anyone any harm. In fact, 
I came to the conclusion that a 
hundred years of rest is good for 
a nation. 

“After ail, the same criticism of 
heing ‘retrograde’ was leveled at 
the Dark Ages, and the Dark 
Ages were a sleep that was fol- 
lowed by all the glories of the 
Middle Age and the Renaissance 
We are too fond nowadays of call- 
ing everyone ‘backward’ who does 
not rush about in automobiles or 
blacken the sky with factory 
smoke. 

Signs of Awakening 

“IT see signs now of 
awakening and devciopment. There 
is an impression of great rich- 
ness and fullness of life, apart 
from any commercial or scientific 
enterprise. 

“The dictatorship struck me as 
being a slightly stupid Fascism— 
a lot of martial with a lot of not 
too intelligent law. The chief 
center of unrest is Catalonia, 
where there seems to be a sort 
of separatist seftiment. Barcelona, 
with its strong tendency towards 
industrialism, remjnded me of Bel- 
fast—though, of, course, it was 
much nicer than Belfast. 


“The Catalonians are far more 
fussy than the rest of their coun- 
trymen. They are distinguished for 
what I can only describe as fana- 
tical cleanliness. TI found their 
rabid hygiene distressine Thang 
seems to be an_ uncontrollable 
impulse to scrub evervthinge. As 
a matter of fact, I have an ‘dea 
that they practice this extre ne 


rest of Spain. 


“But in Spain there is 
particularly impressive ine ae 
love of children for the'r  par- 


ents, and of parents for thei- 
children. You will often see a 
small boy running in his en- 
thusiasm, almost the whole length 
of a street to meet his father— 
and father hugely enjoys it. It is 
one of those things that really do 
strike a stranger. 

“There is also a survival of the 
old elaborate Spanish courtesy— 
the sort of courtesy which, we 
are told, impels a host to offer 
his entire household goods as a 
gift to the most casual stranger. 
But this—owing, I think, to a 
rather large amount of leg-pulling 
—is dying out. Certainly I was not 
offered one El Greco during the 
whole of my tour!” 

Chesterton said he had not ccn- 
sidered writing a book on Spain, 
adding, “That would be a poor 
return -for hospitality.”

| SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.— 
Henry Lester Dickman, serving a 
term for desertion at the Army 
Disciplinary Barracks at Alcatraz 
Island, today refused to admit or 
deny that he is the former New 
Jersey state trooper sought for 
questioning in connection with the 
Hal!-Mills murder investigation.
